. One Solitary Woman. 
A woman hoa; been arrested in Denver 
on the charge of fraudulent voting. The 
despatches say it is the first case on record. 
Women have been voting in Colorado for 
eight years, in KansaB for fourteen, in 
Idaho and Utah for five, and in Wyoming 
for thirty-two. If during this time- only 
one woman has been charged with fraud- 
ulent voting, it is a pretty-good record. 

A great many men in Denver are charg- 
ed with having voted fraudulently at the 
same olection; 201 men are under' indict- 
ment for election frauds in St._Louia alone; 
while at a recent election in Philadelphia 
tlio'number of fraudulent votes cast is B aid 
to have amounted up into the thousands. 
There is hardly a large city in which more 
or less illegal voting doea not go on, This 
is not regarded by anyone as a proof of tho 
unfitness of all men to vote; but no sooner 
is ono solitary woman charged with illegal 
voting than the fact h . telegraphed from 
oneendofthe countryto the other, and 
quoted seriously as a roaeon why all women 
suould be debarred from the ballot box. 

Secretary of the Navy Ixmg eayB he has 
never yet heard -an argument, rigairitt 
woman suffrago that was not anihBult to

In most cases are built of ordinary arti- 
cles picked up on I lie form or In sec- 
ond-hand BhopB, They perform the 
work required of them Batlsf actor lly, 
rml that Is nil one can ask of tiicni. 
ihe conatructlon of a good working 
windmill on any farm,- nud a pumping 
attachment, villi Irrigation canals and 
reservoir, nddB a hundrcd-or two per 
cent to tho value of a farm In a region 
where summer droughts are heavy 
drawbacks to farming. With a little 
extra work during the winter season 
it Is an easy matter to make bucIi Im- 
provements on almost any farm. The 
system con be enlarged and extended 
season by season, and tho farm grad- 
ually enhanced In value. ; 

A farm tli at lias a fair home-made Ir- 
rigation plant Is : practically Independ- 
ent of the weather. The former Is 
then sure of his crop no matter how hat 
or dry the season may prove. The great 
benefit derived from an irrigation plant 
Is so apparent that It seems strange 
that so few are In existence. It Is not 
always necessary to birlld a windmill 
for Irrigation, for there are oflcn nat- 
ural advantages which auy farmer can 
avail himself of. When brooks flow 
through farms they furnish In. the win- 
ter and spring seasons an abundance of 
water, but when summer advances 
they often dry up and prove of no 
earthly good. The question of Import- 
ance Is how can Mich a stream be con- 
verted Into use for Irrigating the plants. 
It would not be so dlflieult if n.reser- 
Yoli* was dug and built on the farm, so 
tlmt the water could be stored. Such a 
reservoir could easily be Increased* In 
size each year, and with tho water 
stored in It, what would prevent dig- 
ging ditches to carry the water to the 
fields when needed? Some will say 
that such work represents an Immense 
amount of labor; but If the farmer In- 
tends to live permanently on his fann, 
will It not pay him to do a little toward 
tho Improvement each year, even 
though It may take ten years to com- 
plete the Job? He can rest assured that 
bo Is. Increasing the value of his farm 
fully 10 per cent every year, a fact 
which he will realize when he comes 
to sell It— "Professor James S. Doty, 
New York.

The fields are 
tiled to produce healthy and abundant 
crop life, but seldom lsa UIo or ditch 
put down around the house to protect 
the well, 

When tho water begin h to run low In 
the well that Is not driven below rock, 
Is the time to begin to boll It for drink- 
ing purposes, . Hcnt of water or sun 
lostroys the typhoid bacillus, Enough 
water should, bo boiled at a time to 
allow It lo stand several hours before 
drinking. II. Is tlic heat driving the air 
out of It makes It so sickening to taste. 
In a few hours the air will again got 
Into It and restore the taste. Put It In 
Jugs, and set the Jugs upon the cellar 
floor, or la a cave prepnred for this pur-

A correspondent sends to IoVa 
Homestead a sketch of a. four' horse 
evener fur a binder which, lie says, Is 
In almost universal use 
In his section of the 
country: Take a com- 
mon evener off from 
your disk, btiy a 15- 
cent pulley and about 
ten feet of stout rope 
or chain, which will 
cover all the expense. 
Take n piece of 2 by 
itiid bolt, on tongue 
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with one bolt where the evener goes to 
serve us prop for the evener, pass the 
rope through the pulley nnd tie on each 
end of the evener. This gives freo 
piny to both sides of the evener. There 
Is no side draft, but put the heaviest 
team on the, outside. This device can 
be used on cither a right or left hand 
binder and gives perfect satisfaction. 
The illustration Is self explanatory. 
There should also be a clevis from tho 
center of the evener to fasten the even- 
er to the outer end of the prop.

while when planted Intermingled with 
other varieties blooming a: the mnnn 
time and furnishing an nbu'idance of 
pollen they have borne many crops. 
Hence It is Important to determine the 
most suitable list of varieties for' on 
orchard so as to Insure the most perfect 
pollcnhtfon of all the blossoms. New- 
man 1b considered a good pollcnlzcr for 
Wild Gooso, while Do Soto, Wolf, nnd 
Forest Ghrdnn are regarded as good 
fertilizers for Miner, isolated trees, of 
the self -sterile varieties may bo made 
fruitful by top grafting some of the 
limbs with sultablo varieties, or by 
planting trees of these sorts adjacent. 
Mixed plauling-of self-rertllc and Im- 
portant varieties In hcdgodlke rows or 
In ulternntc rows Is now advocated nnd 
practiced by our best growers. Some 
growers prcrcr to confine their choice 
of varieties to those that arc self-sterile.

Indiscitlnn In Ifnraei, 
It Is difficult to give causes of Indi- 
gestion lit horses, for It may come from 
improper water, ns from Improper 
foods, although the latter are usually 
at the bottom of the trouble. A proper 
variety' lu the foods will da much to 
keep tho digestive organs In good con- 
dition, particularly If In the variety 
there Is considerable green food of a 
succulent nature, us most root ' crops 
are. When' Indigestion Is enused by 
Improper water. It Is usually the case 
that the water Is foul In some way, 
although very hard waler often pro- 
duces Indigestion, or, what is worse, 
stone In the kidney or bladder, the lat- 
ter being a disease Quite . common 
among horses In districts where the 
water Is hard. If the food Is of the 
proper kind and hard water Is being 
used, attention should be glvm it bo- 
fore a valuable animal la lost; If pbs^ 
slble, give rain water, but.lf this Is not. 
convenient, add a small quantity nf 
caustic potash to the hard writer, which 
will materially Improve It,

It Attract* Itotli Animate anil In* 
animate Thlnea to D-utruction. 

A deep hole of water lu Xolynn 
CniL'k, ten miles isouth of Iloilgonvllle, 
Ky„ has for boiuc time bees nttracUng 
attcallou by roanon of the fnct that 
It has a very Htrong miction, For years 
it has been known ns "tho Buck hole." 
It Ib about ten feet deep nml about 
fifty yards long. The wnter Is clear 
and bottom can easily be seen. This 
bole has been wutuhed by people in 
that section for a number of yenra and 
It has also to some extent been n voided. 
It now develop, that It Is no !'suck 
hole," but in the bottom of tho river 
it la claimed that there Is a streak of 
powerful loadstone, 

A mtiii In that community recently 
constructed a large and substantial raft 
for the purpose of iuventlgnliug the 
causes of the suction In tills particular 
part of the river. It, was discovered 
that the river bottom Is solid rock and 
that through the center of the' rock, 
running lengthwise, Is a black strcnk. 
It is about Ave Inches In width end runs 
the length of Hie hole. This streak wan 
examined .with a common fish glgnnd 
was found to bo very bard. Tbo gig 
adhered to the atone and It took no 
little pulling to extricate it. Further 
Investigation was made nml It. Is .said 
that the streak following the bottom 
of tho river Is undoubtedly powerful 
loadstone. 

The hole was discovered over forty 
years ago by Enoch AtterLuiry, who 
came near losing his life In the water, 
having been rescued by two men, who 
pulled him out by means of a long pole, 
Ijfjra.WosB nud Luther Trulock also 
came near losing their Uvea In the hole 
n short time ago while seining. They 
were rescued,. half drowned, by other 
members of the party. The attraction 
waa bo powerful towurdn chain, on the 
bottom of the seine thnt the seiners had 
to abandon It, Tho bole Ih not in the 
main stream, but Is an outlet. 

A dog thrown Into the water never 
comes out, hut Is quickly drawn to the 
bottom, When a trout Hue Ih stretched 
iicnm the piece" the unseen energy at- 
tracts the books to the black streak and 
there holds them securely until tllcy 
are' drawn out. At time's there Is a 
strong undercurrent In I ho hnyou, 
which Is uuaceoiiitted far nnd which 
often sweeps the bottom clean, reliev- 
ing the loadstone of Its collection. 

Tho locality of the suck hole Is get- 
ting to be a much dreaded one, espe- 
cially by the superstitious'. Snuiy cat- 
tle and hogs have been lost — Louisville 
Courier-Journal,

STRIKE TO SPREAD TO ALL. THE

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Tho hope of. a speedy settlement of tins 
steel strike, .which was no strong, has 
cotno. to naught. Aweek of conforencea 
and .of suspense left' the. conteadlng par- 
ties farther, rijurt 'than they wero at the 
beginning. Mr. ' Morgan's ultimatum, 
which was not bo favorable to the Amal- 
gamated association ns were the tcraiB 
offered by the olllclals of tho Uoplatc 
and sheet Btecl s nnd steel hoop. compa- 
nies before tho strike began, was reject- 
ed by the otllcern of the association, 
There Is to be no mora negotiating, and 
tho "doge of war" aro^to bis 'lot loose. 

The greatest labor' war In the history 
Of tho nation was Inaugtiruteil %vlien the 
Amalgamated Assoclatlun of Iron, Bteel 
and Tin Workers decided to measure Us 
-strength' against the .greatest combina- 
tion of cnpltnl that the world ever saw— 
Ute $1,100,000,000 steel trust. "Tie up 
every mill of the United States, Steel Cor- 
poration" is tho orilor that went fortli 
from the Advisory Committee, the work- 
Ingnicu's organization. Kvery member 
has been ealted upon to aid La the strug- 
gle for the life of the union'. 

It Is essential that some, at least, of 
the closed mills which are controlled by 
tho United States Steel corporation shall 
bo opened. The prewmt state of affaint 
suits adridra lily, the Iitilependent con corn b, 
which are now rushed with orders. The 
enforced holiday of their great competi- 
tor Is their time to make .bay. That 
competitor cannot nltord to let this go on. 
But when nn attempt is made to open 
those mills there will be trouble, what- 
ever, efforts the olllccra of tbo Amalga- 
mated association limy mnko to avert J t, 
Some of the members of Hint association 
arc getting la bad temper.' What hap- 
pened nt Wollsvllla on Saturday Is n. 
pluia enough Indication of that. They, 
have been Idle now for a month and 'are 
beginning to feel the lack of wages. They 
will resent angrily .the efforts which the' 
steel companies will make to resume op- 
erations) and the acute, violent phase of 
n labor war will be reached lu many 
places soon. , ' 

J. Pierpont Marfan Ih. aware of 'Oils 
and cannot take any pleasure la the 
prospect of impending 'tumults and riots; 
and possibly lass of.- life. lie Is aware, 
also, that the calling out of nil tho union 
men In the steel mills which are con- 
trolled by tho United States Steel corpo- 
ration will affect seriously Its earning ca- 
pacity for a time. It must earu a good 
deal of money to take care- of Its securi- 
ties. The Onrneglc works nlwnc will fall 
.far short of supplying the necessary 
amount. It Is possibly, therefore, that 
Mr. Morgan would have acceded to the 
modified demand made by the Amalga- 
mated association nnd given it some non- 
union mills but for Hie reasonable cer- 
tainty that next year' the -association 
would ask for the unionizing of still moro 
mills. It may have been Mr. Morgan's 
conclusion that as there had to ho a eon- 
test some time over the question whether 
tho mills should he' part union or all un- 
ion, It was; hotter to have It now and be 
done with It. If this is tho case there Is 
no reason' to bellow that he will yield, be 
the consequences what they may. 

The. strlko lias already been costly u 
the participants. One side has lost prof- 
Its nop the other wages. If the strike 
had. ended last week neither side would 
have boon seriously harmed. Tho con- 
t in ii nncc and the extension of tlm strike 
will entail heavy losses upon labor, while 
capital will not escape unscathed. At 
the sii in o time the peace of mauy com- 
munities will be endangered, and the ac- 
tivity of a great Industry and of scores 
of Industries dependent upon It will ha 
dieekcdi

Iron box 
fo'rsafe keeping. At about, 2 o'clock Ness 
told his companion that be was. going to 
step outside to get some fresh, air. No 
sooner had he opened the front door than 
four deaperate-looking men, each carry- 
ing n revolver in hia hand, confronted 
him,- ' They pushed Ness hack Into the 
oillce at the points of their weapons. At 
the same "tlra6/(hey were closely watch- 
ing the actions ot Bortuch, who was 
making an effort to escape through a rear 
door. They soon covered Jilm with their 
pistols, and threatened to kill both if they 
made further attempts to free themselves 
or screamed, for nssistonce, . 

The quartette of robbers bound and 
gagged their victims. Then Ness and 
Bortuch wcro thrown jo the coal bin aud 
ordered to remain- there under penalty of 
death. The robbers "then returned to tho 
ofllco to complete" their work. One mmi 
stood outside ds a "lookout," whllo his 
three companions began operations on 
tho. safe. . After a bote had been bored 
near the combination of the strong box 
the explosive was used. A second Inter 
l here was a deafening sound and the door 1 
of the snfo ilew from Its hinges. After 
the largo pricks of coin had been exposed 
the men began to pick up the money 'tlmt 
had been scattered over tkei floor. They 
filled their pockets and then left an quiet- 
ly as they had entered.

OUR COLONIES. 

Adulteration of Indigo by the natives 
of tbe Philippines hns nlmoBt ruined the 
export market for this product of tho 
archipelago, and has cut the price Itthnlf. 
According to reports received nt the War 
Department, years ago Indigo was ono 
of the important products of the Islands. 
In quality the' Philippine article com- 
pared fayornhly with the best grade of 
the Guatemalan product. It used to 
bring from CI to 05 cents per pound, but 
in 1S7B the price fell to 23 cents. At 
present It fluctuates between 30 and 35 
cents. The decline 'In price was brought 
about by the deterioration in the quality, 
thnt resulted in a. greatly lessened de- 
mand. The cause of this deterioration is 
explained by the fact that yours ago the 
native .growers'. knew- and practiced, only 
the moat primitive methods, of preparing 
indigo.'hut with the arrive! of large' num- 
bers of Chinese in tho Philippines, the 
original procesK was abandoned and the 
natives, began to imitate the Chinese 
practice of adulteration. It was found 
that by the admixture of a small quanti- 
ty or lime" with the Indigo .'the coloring 
matter could he precipitated and the pro- 
duct prepared for the market hi a much 
shorter period. While tlie more rapid 
process prorided n source of temporary 
profit, the eiTect upon the quality. of the 
indigo was soon discovered by ttic pur- 
chaser, am! the Philippine product, owing 
to Its extensive use of lime,' fell' Into 
.discredit in foreign markets,-
